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Brussels seeks bigger hand Dutch government to 
in border control decisions propose burqa ban 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Eu¬ 
ropean Commission launched 
a bid Friday to oversee any re¬ 
turn of border checks in Eu¬ 
rope's passport-free travel 
area, despite opposition from 
nations refusing to hand Brus¬ 
sels such powers. 

Beloved by travellers who 
can enjoy unfettered trips 
across Europe, the 25-nation 
Schengen zone faces an over¬ 
haul after changes were de¬ 
manded by several EU states 
worried about sudden waves 
of immigration during the 
Arab Spring. 

The European Commission 
unveiled draft legislation that 
would give it a big say in the 
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reintroduction of border con¬ 
trols and prevent unilateral de¬ 
cisions, a proposal that France, 
Germany and Spain have al¬ 
ready rejected. 

"With these proposals we 
are safeguarding the future of 
Schengen," said EU home af¬ 
fairs commissioner Cecilia 
Malmstroem. 

The commission's proposal 
would still allow governments 
to reinstate patrols in urgent 
situations unilaterally, but only 
for a five-day period. 

For longer periods, coun¬ 
tries would need a green light 
from the EU's executive arm 
and all other bloc nations — the 
condition that irked Paris, 
Berlin and Madrid. 

At the moment, govern¬ 
ments are allowed to deploy 
border guards unilaterally dur¬ 
ing terror threats or major 


NIAMEY (AFP) - The Nige- 
rien government said Friday it 
will not send fallen Libyan 
dictator Moamer Kadhafi's 
son Saadi back home from 
Niger, where he fled after the 
collapse of the regime in 
Tripoli. 

Asked by journalists if 
Niger would turn Kadhafi's 
son over to Libya's new au¬ 
thor itie s, government 

spokesman Marou Amadou 
said, "No." 

"With regard to (our) inter¬ 
national obligations, we can¬ 
not send someone back there 
where he has no chance of re¬ 
ceiving a fair trial and where 
he could face the death 
penalty," he said. 

On a visit to Libya on 
Thursday with British Prime 
Minister David Cameron, 
French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy said he was confident 


events such as football games 
or summits, but countries are 
seeking more leeway to re¬ 
store controls. 

The commission's pro¬ 
posal, which must be approved 
by EU governments and the 
European Parliament, would 
allow the reintroduction of 
border controls if an unex¬ 
pected migration surge threat¬ 
ens public order. 

And if a Schengen nation is 
deemed to have repeatedly 
failed to control its frontiers 
with non-EU countries, it 
could be temporarily excluded 
from the borderless area, as a 
last resort. 

The EU Parliament's So¬ 
cialist bloc welcomed the 
move to prevent unilateral bor¬ 
der closures but voiced con¬ 
cern about the idea of isolating 
Schengen nations that struggle 
to prevent illegal migration.

THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Dutch government agreed Fri¬ 
day to a ban on the burqa, the 
Interior Ministry said, under a 
deal with the far-right party of 
anti-immigration MP Geert 
Wilders. 

"A general ban on wearing 
face-restrictive clothing in 
public is on the way," the In¬ 
terior Ministry said in a state¬ 
ment after a cabinet meeting. 

"The proposed legislation 
will ban the wearing of face¬ 
covering clothing in the 
Netherlands in public places 
including public buildings, ed¬ 
ucational institutions, hospi¬ 
tals and public transport," it 
said in The Hague. 

Cabinet's decision, sug¬ 
gested by Interior Minister 
Piet Hein Donner comes in the 
wake of an announcement by 
Wilders last year that the 
burqa would be banned in the 
Netherlands. 

Wilders's Party for Free¬ 
dom gives parliamentary sup¬ 
port to a right leaning, 
minority coalition, in ex¬ 
change for a say in policy 


making. 

"Face-covering clothing is 
fundamentally against the the 
character of public discourse 
where we have to meet each 
other on an equal footing," the 
government said Friday. 

"It's against the principles 
of equality between the sexes 
because the article of clothing 
is worn only by women," it 
added. 

Even if this may be seen as 
a restriction on freedom of re¬ 
ligion it was "necessary and 
justified to protect the charac¬ 
ter and good habits of public 
life in the Netherlands." 

"The sanction for the non- 
compliance to this ban will be 
a fine," the statement said, 
without disclosing the amount. 

The ban will not be en¬ 
forced on planes or for passen¬ 
gers in transit through the 
Netherlands, it added. 

The cabinet's decision will 
be sent to the highest adminis¬ 
trative court, the State Coun¬ 
cil, for legal advice before 
being put before parliament 
for approval.

Tourism Authority submits 2012 
Budget to Parliament President 



ORANJESTAD - On Wednes¬ 
day, Parliament President, Paul 
Croes received a delegation 
consisting of Minister of 
Tourism Otmar Oduber, Presi¬ 
dent of the ATA Commission¬ 
ers Jossy Lace and the CEO of 
ATA Ronella Tjin Asjoe-Croes 
on the occasion of the submis¬ 
sion of the 2012 budget of the 
Aruba Tourism Authority 
(ATA). 

The Minister of Tourism re¬ 
marked that it was for him a 
pleasure to submit to Parlia¬ 
ment, on behalf of the new in¬ 
dependent ATA, this 2012 
budget on schedule as pre¬ 
scribed by law. After receiving 
the approval of the Supervi¬ 
sory Board of ATA, the budget 
was submitted to the Minister 
of Tourism. Now it is expected 
that Parliament will review the 
budget and provide their com¬ 
mentary so that by September 
27, Tourism Day, it can be for¬ 
mally and officially accorded. 


Oduber remarked that he 
was especially pleased to note 
that the amount of 3 million 
Aruban florins’ contribution 
from the government to help 
with the transition period dur¬ 
ing the first year is not in¬ 
cluded in the 2012 budget. 
This simply indicates that ATA 
can now stand 100% on its 
own without any such assis¬ 
tance from the government. 
What’s more, the amount bud¬ 
geted for marketing has been 
increased by 5 million for 
2012. This is an increase from 
40 million in 2011 to 45 mil¬ 
lion in 2012. This increase is as 
a result of the positive deve¬ 
lopments in our tourism and as 
a result of the planning ef¬ 
fected together with our part¬ 
ners in the industry. 

Another very important as¬ 
pect is the creation of a reserve 
fund for ATA, which will begin 
in 2012. This, according to 
Oduber is an indication of their 


seriousness and resolve to cre¬ 
ate a reserve budget within 5 
years. Said reserve budget will 
be equal to the budget of the 
first quarter of the fiscal year. 

The Minister was pleased to 
report that ATA had exceeded 
the proposed 3% growth rate 
and showed instead a whop¬ 
ping increase of 6.7% up to the 
end of August. 

Parliament President Paul 
Croes thanked the Minister for 
the ATA 2012 Budget he re¬ 
ceived. He indicated that it is 
important for Parliament to re¬ 
ceive these budgets on time 
and expressed praise for the se-

rious manner in which ATA 
was attending to the business 
of our tourism. This, according 
to Paul Croes, was the very 
first 2012 budget to be submit¬ 
ted to Parliament. He remarked 
that this should be an example 
for others.

Dutch 
asylum 
policy to 
become more 
restrictive 1

THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Netherlands' asylum policy 
will become "more selective 
and more restrictive", the 
leader of the center-right gov¬ 
ernment that rules with the 
backing of a far-right party 
said yesterday. 

The country which long 
cultivated an image of multi¬ 
cultural tolerance, now wants 
to "address the criminality of 
foreigners, harmonise and 
simplify the asylum criteria 
and fight against illegality," 
an interior ministry statement 
said. 

"The asylum policy will 
become more selective and 
more restrictive," Prime Mi¬ 
nister Mark Rutte added at a 
press conference after a cabi¬ 
net meeting in The Hague. 

Among other changes, fa¬ 
mily reunification will in fu¬ 
ture be limited to immediate 
family — a spouse or com¬ 
mon-law partner and minor 
children. 

Illegal immigration will 
become a criminal offence, 
punishable by up to four 
years in prison or a fine of 
3,800 euros ($5,200). 

Foreigners who have lived 
in the Netherlands for less 
than three years and commit 
a crime, will be expelled 
"speedily." 

The government also an¬ 
nounced plans to ban the 
burqa, and said it would op¬ 
pose bids by Romania and 
Bulgaria to enter Europe's 
visa-free Schengen zone. 

Rutte's government enjoys 
parliamentary backing from 
anti-immigration MP Geert 
Wilders' Party for Freedom, 
in exchange for which the 
party was promised a larger 
say in policy making.

US astronomers find 
planet with two Suns

Following smartphones and 
tablet computers, motorists 
look set to be the next big 
market for connected devices 
as automakers wow crowds 
with the latest Internet-en¬ 
abled models at the IAA 
motor show. 

The times are long past 
when car shows reeked of 
motor oil and fans were ob¬ 
sessed with engine power and 
sleek designs. 

With the aid of cloud 
computing, automobile mak¬ 
ers believe the car of the fu¬ 
ture will no longer be just a 
vehicle, but an extension of 
the home or workplace, 
where drivers will have ac¬ 
cess to emails and keep up- 
to-date on their social 
networks even on the road. 

German top-of-the-range 
manufacturer BMW already 
offers an onboard computer 
with Internet access whereby 


drivers can locate a restaurant 
of their preference, the near¬ 
est ATM or free parking 
space in a matter of clicks. 

And rival Daimler is not 
to be outdone, either: its new 
in-built computer allows 
drivers to surf the web as 
long as the vehicle is parked. 

In its new concept car on 
show unveiled at the IAA this 
week, the Evos, Ford claims 
it can fine-tune the car to per¬ 
sonal preferences, even down 
to the cabin temperature, and 
access to the driver's home 
entertainment systems for lis¬ 
tening to favourite news and 
music programmes. 

"A successful car must 
offer lifestyle, comfort and 
also fit in with people's eco¬ 
logical awareness," said 
Stephan Reith of the consul¬ 
tancy firm, Booz & Com¬ 
pany. 

Studies suggest that the 


number of Internet-enabled 
vehicles worldwide will soar 
in the coming years. 

According to BITKOM, 
the German industry associa¬ 
tion for IT, telecoms and new 
media, one out of every two 
drivers in Germany would al¬ 
ready like Internet access in 
the car. 

"And if the market says: 
'That's what we want’, that's 
what it gets," predicted 
LBBW analyst Frank Biller. 

"Connectivity is a mega¬ 
trend," the analyst said. 

Navigation systems have 
long become more than just 
fancy accessories. 

And automotive part mak¬ 
ers such as Bosch in Ger¬ 
many and Valeo in France are 
busily investing in state-of- 
the-art onboard computer 
technologies, with the French 
group, for example, unveiling 
a new system which parks a 
vehicle without the driver in 
the car. 

Nevertheless, the new 
services are not without their 
dangers, such as driver dis¬ 
traction. 

The challenge is "to meet 
customer demands without 
impinging on traffic safety," 
said BITKOM board member 
Martina Koederitz. 

And there are other secu¬ 
rity concerns, too. 

US anti-virus software 
group McAfee warned of 
possible hacker attacks on ve¬ 
hicle computer systems. 

"It's one thing to hack into 
someone's email account or 
laptop. But if cars are hacked, 
that could seriously compro¬ 
mise critical safety systems," 
said McAfee general man¬ 
ager Stuart McClure. 

And data protection spe¬ 
cialists warned drivers must 
be careful about the sheer 
volume of personal data 
stored, particularly in electric 
cars, which could be used to 
track somebody's where¬ 
abouts or movements. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
astronomers said they have 
discovered the first planet 
that is orbiting two Suns, 
much like the fictional home 
of Fuke Skywalker featured 
in Star Wars. 

Skywalker's native planet 
of Tatooine was hot and 
desert-like, but this planet, 
called Kepler-16b, is a freez¬ 
ing cold world about the size 
of Saturn, orbiting two parent 
Suns in a near perfect circle 
about 200 light years away. 

The planet was glimpsed 
with the US space agency's 
Kepler space telescope, 
which monitors the bright¬ 
ness of 155,000 stars, accord¬ 
ing to the research published 
in the journal Science. 

"This discovery is stun¬ 
ning," said co-author Alan 
Boss of the Carnegie Institu¬ 
tion for Science Department 
of Terrestrial Magnetism. 

"Once again, what used to 
be science fiction has turned 


into reality." 

While astronomers have 
previously glimpsed planets 
they believed were orbiting 
two stars, they had never be¬ 
fore seen one actually passing 
in front of its two Suns so this 
discovery offers the first proof. 

"Kepler-16b is the first 
confirmed, unambiguous ex¬ 
ample of a circumbinary 
planet — a planet orbiting not 
one, but two stars," said co¬ 
author Josh Carter of the Har- 
vard-Smithsonian Center for 
Astrophysics. 

"Once again, we're finding 
that our solar system is only 
one example of the variety of 
planetary systems nature can 
create." 

If there were people on Ke¬ 
pler-16b, they could relax to 
the view of a double sunset, 
but such a scenario is highly 
unlikely due to the planet's ex¬ 
treme frigid surface tempera¬ 
ture of -100 to -150 Fahrenheit 
(-73 to -101 Celsius).

More overweight 
Indians opting for 
surgery: doctors 


Jujube is one of the common 
names of the fruit whose sci¬ 
entific name is Zizyphus 
mauritiana. 


It is claimed to have orig¬ 
inated in China, as is every¬ 
thing else now-a-days. Very 
recently it has been planted 


on Aruba and is doing very 
well, especially at Ari Licht¬ 
enstein’s Land Farm. Its great 
appeals are the following: 
•Bears fruit abundantly only 
after two years, and under 
one meter 

•Needs little or no watering 
•Disease and insect- free 
•Grows rapidly (some prun¬ 
ing is necessary to keep plant 
within bounds). 

•Tastes like an apple, looks 
like a little apple, crunchy as 
an apple, eaten as an apple. 
•Loaded with goodies: Vita¬ 
min A, Vitamin C, protein, 
calcium, iron phosphorus, 
fiber. 

The fruit is plum-shaped, 
round, about 4 cm in diame¬ 
ter. When fully mature and 
ready for eating its skin is 
light green. When fully ripe 
the skin is mahogany brown 
and the flesh softer. It has one 
hard shelled seed which oc¬ 
cupies as much as 30% of the 
fruit. 

The few people on Aruba 
who has tasted it love it. 

The Jujube’s close relative 
on Aruba is the Appeldam, 
sometimes called Christ 
Thom, Scientific name Zizy¬ 
phus spine christi. However, 
the fruit of the Appeldam is 
smaller and its flesh tasteless, 
and unlike the Jujube, the tree 
is very thorny. Hence on 
Amba it grows wild and is ig¬ 
nored. 

The Jujube plants are 
available at Fantastic Garden. 

Go, plant a Jujube tree. 

God will be pleased. So, 
too, would the chuchubees, 
trupials and neighborhood 
boys.

MUMBAI (AFP) - The leader 
of India's main opposition 
party went under the knife this 
week to help him lose weight, 
throwing the spotlight on in¬ 
creasing use of surgery to 
tackle the country's growing 
obesity problem. 

The president of the 
Bharatiya Janata Party (BJP), 
Nitin Gadkari, is one of a ris¬ 
ing number of Indians now 
opting for weight loss 
(bariatric) surgery to slim 
down. 

Muffazal Lakdawala, Gad¬ 
kari's doctor at the Centre for 
Obesity and Diabetes Surgery 
(CODS) at the private Saifee 
Hospital in Mumbai, said the 
political heavyweight was re¬ 
covering well after his gastric 
bypass. 

The surgeon said that Gad¬ 
kari, who tipped the scales at 
130 kilograms (287 pounds), 
was morbidly obese - med¬ 
ically, someone with a body 
mass index of more than 40 — 
but that his weight should fall 
in coming months. 

India is traditionally more 
associated with malnutrition 
and chronic food shortages 
than overeating and weight- 
related illness, but economic 
growth has had an impact on 
waistlines, particularly in 
urban areas. 

The boom has brought a 
more sedentary lifestyle, 
while being able to eat oil and 
sugar-rich foods, particularly 
Western fast food, is seen as a 
visible sign of status and in¬ 
creased disposable income. 

Between 1998 and 2005, 
the number of overweight 
adults in India increased by 20 
percent, according to an Or¬ 
ganisation for Economic Co¬ 
operation and Development 
(OECD) study published in 
The Lancet medical journal 
last year. 

Almost one in five men 
and more than one in six 
women are now overweight. 


In some urban areas, rates 
were as high as 40 percent, the 
study suggested. 

Meanwhile, a separate 
study of4,000 Indian children 
in 15 cities published last Au¬ 
gust indicated that almost a 
quarter (23 percent) of five to 
14-year-olds in urban schools 
were overweight, while nearly 
11 percent were obese. 

Ramen Goel, a bariatric 
and metabolic surgeon at the 
state-run Bombay Hospital, 
blamed growing rates of obe¬ 
sity on lifestyle changes com¬ 
bined with a genetic 
predisposition among South 
Asian people to store more fat. 

As a result, and due to 
greater awareness of the avail¬ 
ability of the procedure, 
Goel's workload has increased 
drastically since he performed 
the first weight loss operations 
in India more than a decade 
ago. 

At the turn of the millen¬ 
nium he carried out only about 
four procedures a year but that 
rate has now shot up to about 
20 a month. 

Likewise, Lakdawala said 
doctors at CODS carried out 
only one or two gastric by¬ 
passes a month when they 
opened in 2005 but now con¬ 
duct about 30 a month. A 
number of their patients are 
politicians. 

Gastric bypass surgery, 
such as Gadkari underwent, 
reduces the size of the stom¬ 
ach and length of the intestine 
that comes into contact with 
food, so the person eats less 
and absorbs fewer calories. 

Other options include plac¬ 
ing a gastric band around the 
stomach, which cuts the 
amount of food that can be 
consumed. 

Lakdawala said that over¬ 
weight and obese people were 
increasingly seeking surgery 
because a majority of them 
failed to shift excess body fat 
through diet and exercise.

"When it comes to the 
enormous challenge of our 
time — to systematically and 
relentlessly pursue more eco¬ 
nomic opportunity in our 
lands — we don't have a per¬ 
son to waste. And we certainly 
don't have a gender to waste," 
she said. 

Clinton, citing studies, said 
that narrowing the gender gap 
could lead to a 14 percent rise 
in per capita incomes by 2020 
in APEC economies, includ¬ 
ing China, Indonesia, the 
Philippines, Russia, South 
Korea and Vietnam. 

"When we liberate the eco¬ 
nomic potential of women, we 
elevate the economic perform¬ 
ance of communities, nations 
and the world," Clinton said. 

Clinton noted that govern¬ 
ments routinely took measures 
of indicators such as macro- 
economic growth, unemploy¬ 
ment and debt. 

Clinton, along with Aus¬ 
tralian Foreign Minister Kevin 
Rudd and Indonesian Foreign 
Minister Marty Natalegawa, 
later led a special APEC meet¬ 
ing that was to agree on a dec¬ 
laration on increasing the role 
of women in the workplace. 

APEC, or the Asia-Pacific 
Economic Cooperation forum, 
accounts for more than half of 
global GDP and includes the 
world's three largest 
economies — the United 
States, China and Japan. 

Clinton credited a number 
of businesses in the APEC re¬ 
gion for taking action to in¬ 
clude women.

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
US Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton on Friday urged 
greater effort to break barriers 
for working women, saying 
the world has entered a "Par¬ 
ticipation Age" where inclu¬ 
sion means economic growth. 

Clinton, who has made 
women's rights a top priority 
throughout her career, made 
an impassioned call as she led 
a special meeting of the 21- 
member APEC Asia-Pacific 
bloc dedicated to the role of 
women in the economy. 

Pointing to the anemic 
growth and debt woes afflict¬ 
ing many major economies, 
Clinton described women as a 
great untapped resource. 
Women, she said, tend to save 
better and can provide new 
markets when they are em¬ 
powered. 

"I believe that here, at the 
beginning of the 21st century, 
we are entering the Participa¬ 
tion Age, where every individ¬ 
ual, regardless of gender or 
other characteristics, is poised 
to be a contributing and val¬ 
ued member of the global 
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China needs financial reform

BP to pay $20.5 mn to settle US natural 
gas case 


NEW YORK (AFP) - British 
energy giant BP has agreed to 
pay $20.5 million to settle

The settlement resolves a 
long-running lawsuit which 
alleged that the BP sub¬ 
sidiaries underpaid for natural 
gas that they extracted on land 
owned by the US government 
and Indian reservations. 

"Natural gas royalties pro¬ 
vide an important source of in¬ 
come for the United States, 
Native Americans, and various 
states," Assistant Attorney 
General Tony West said in the 
statament. 

"Through cases like this, 


we are keeping our commit¬ 
ment to protect public lands 
and to ensure that companies 
who take non-renewable re¬ 
sources from those lands pay 
their fair share of royalties." 

The US government has 
collected about $270 million 
in settlements in similar cases 
in which various energy com¬ 
panies were accused of short¬ 
changing the government and 
Indian tribes out of natural gas 
royalties. 

Chevron, ExxonMobil and 
Royal Dutch Shell have all 
paid settlements to resolve 
such lawsuits. 

The DoJ said that Friday's 
settlement explicitly excluded 
claims against BP arising from 
last year's devastating oil spill 
in the Gulf of Mexico.

Without reform, he said, 
China risks that significantly 
low interest rates will pro¬ 
mote investment bubbles, 
particularly in the housing 
market.

"Because the cost of capi¬ 
tal is too low and is becoming 
increasingly low in real 
terms, that just facilitates 
more and more investment.

Italian police discover fake 
univeristy 


ROME (AFP) - Italian police 
on Friday said they discovered 
a fake university in the north 
of the country where around 
10 students were paying 
around 7,000 euros ($9,600) 
for a worthless, unrecognised 
degree. 

The university in Verona 
called "Carolus Magnus" 
(Charlemagne) was founded 
in 2005 in Rome by several 
people that belonged to a cul¬ 
tural association, which later 
transferred its headquarters to 
Verona, police said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The university offered 
courses in "art and entertain¬ 


ment management" or "eco¬ 
nomics and business manage¬ 
ment" and assured it was 
registered with other public 
and private universities, none 
of which were known to Italy's 
education ministry. 

The students who took 
courses at "Carolus Magnus" 
ended up with invalid educa¬ 
tional documents and none of 
the exams held at the univer¬ 
sity were certified by the edu¬ 
cation ministry. 

Four people attached to the 
fake university were reported 
to justice officials for fraud, 
the police statement said. 
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Bolt, Blake in stunning 
Brussels triumphs 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - Ja¬ 
maican sprint kings Usain 
Bolt and Yohan Blake 
sprinted to landmark times at 
the Diamond League on Fri¬ 
day, Bolt running the fastest 
100m this year and Blake the 
second fastest 200m of all 
time. 

Blake sprinted home in 
19.26sec, just behind the 
world record of 19.19sec held 
by Bolt. 

The world 100m cham¬ 
pion from Daegu, 21-year- 
old Blake finished ahead of 
America's Walter Dix (19.53) 
and another Jamaican Nickel 
Ashmeade (19.91). 

"I was looking for this and 
I got it. I expected to run fast 
but not this fast," said Blake. 

"The last 40 metres was 
crazy, but I'm like a beast 
when that happens. I just take 
control of the track." 

Blake managed to over¬ 
shadow Bolt, whose 100m 
world title he took in Daegu 


last month when his world 
record-holding compatriot 
was disqualified for a false 
start. 

Bolt, 25, clocked 9.76sec 
to win the 100m, bettering 
the previous season-leading 
time of 9.78sec set by compa¬ 
triot Asafa Powell in Lau¬ 
sanne on June 30. 

Olympic champion Bolt, 
who still collected gold in the 
200m and 4x100m in Daegu, 
arrived in Belgium straight 
from Zagreb where he ran 
9.85sec on Tuesday, his best 
time of the season until Friday. 

"I never doubted that I 
could run this fast," said Bolt. 
"I was happy with my race al¬ 
though I didn't get to my tran¬ 
sition very well." 

Bolt insisted that false- 
starting was a thing of the 
past. 

"I made one mistake — it 
won't happen again." 

Double Olympic cham¬ 
pion Kenenisa Bekele ran the 


fastest 10,000m of the sea¬ 
son, clocking 26min 
43.16sec. 

The 29-year-old bettered 
the previous leading time of 
26:46.57 set by Britain's Mo 
Farah in Eugene in June. 

Kenya's Lucas Rotich 
(26:43.98) and Galen Rupp 
of the United States 
(26:48.00) took seconjd and 
third respectively. 

Bekele, who won 5,000m 
and 10,000m gold at the Bei¬ 
jing Olympics in 2008, has 
endured a miserable, injury- 
hit season. 

He was a no-show in heats 
for the 5000m at the world 
championships in Daegu 
after limping out of the 
10,000m, in which he was 
also defending champion 
from Berlin in 2009. 

Bekele dropped out of the 
10,000m with 10 laps to go, 
saying he was still suffering 
with a groin injury that af¬ 
fected his right hip muscle.

CARDIFF (AFP) - England 
defeated India by six wickets 
in a rain-affected match here 
Friday to complete a 3-0 one- 
day series victory over the 
reigning world champions. 


India looked to have 
posted a formidable total 
after piling up 304-6 off their 
50 overs, with Virat Kohli 
lashing a superb century and 
veteran Rahul Dravid con¬ 


tributing 69 in his farewell 
one-dayer.

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Eagles star Vick makes 
emotional return to Atlanta 



ATLANTA (AFP) - 
Michael Vick, impris¬ 
oned for nearly two 
years on dogfighting 
charges, returns to the 
city where he became 
an NFL star on Sunday, 
leading the Philadelphia 
Eagles against the At¬ 
lanta Falcons. 

Vick's return to the 
Georgia Dome figures 
to be emotional for Fal¬ 
con fans and their fallen 
hero on his path to re¬ 
demption. 

"It's going to be ex¬ 
citing to go back but 
this is a business trip for 
us," Vick said. "From 
an emotional aspect, it's 
going to be great going 
back to the Dome but I 
don't want anything to 
be a distraction from 
what we're there to do. 

"It's going to be fun. I look 
forward to it." 

The 31-year-old quarter¬ 
back, a run-pass threat, spent 
six seasons with the Falcons 
before being dropped in 2007 
and pleading guilty to federal 
dogfight conspiracy charges 
for his role in financing the 
gambling effort. 

Details of how Vick bru¬ 
tally killed dogs drew protests 
before and after his sentence 
was served, allowing him to 
return in 2009 as a reserve 
with the Eagles, including a 
game in Atlanta when he 
threw a touchdown pass. 

But last season, Vick 
moved into a starting role for 
the first time since 2006. He 
completed 233 of 372 passes 
for 3,018 yards and 21 touch¬ 
downs with six interceptions 
and rushed 100 times for 676 
yards and nine touchdowns. 

After squandering his first 
chance at NFL stardom, Vick 
has been signed for product 
endorsements and inked a six- 
year deal worth $100 million 
for the Eagles last month. 

"We just have to focus on 


the game. I just want to go 
out and play the best football 
that I can play," Vick said. 

Vick wonders about the re¬ 
ception he might receive, hav¬ 
ing drawn huge cheers in his 
2009 appearance, but he ad¬ 
mits his replacement is the 
new hero for Falcon fans, say¬ 
ing the Dome "is Matt Ryan's 
house. I'm just a visitor. 

"I still have a lot of love for 
the fans down there but I'm 
with the opposition now. I don't 
expect it to be in my favor." 

Ryan understands that 
Vick is like an old flame 
coming around even though 
he is their man now. 

"Certainly, Mike was a 
great player down here and 
did some fantastic things and 
is going to have support from 
people," Ryan said. "But I re¬ 


ally feel like we've had 
great support the last 
three years that I've 
been down here and it 
has been a lot of fun to 
play down here." 

Atlanta receiver 
Roddy White, one of 
the few Falcons remain¬ 
ing from Vick's glory 
days with the team, still 
speaks with Vick often. 

"He has done a good 
job for all the misfor¬ 
tune that happened to 
him," White said. "To 
bounce back like that, he 
handled it well. I just 
hope he continues to 
handle it well." 

Vick's thoughts do 
not linger on his days in 
a Falcons uniform 
much any more. 

"I'm older now. I've 
been through a lot," 
Vick said. "I've always 
worked as hard as I can, just 
like I did in Atlanta. We made 
progress. We had some good 
years there. But the situation 
is different now. 

"There's no need to talk 
about the past, just move for¬ 
ward."

LAS VEGAS (AFP) - Unde¬ 
feated Floyd Mayweather, 
nagged by legal woes that 
could send him to prison, 
ends a 16-month layoff today 
by fighting Victor Ortiz for 
the World Boxing Council 
welterweight title. 

The all-American show¬ 
down could set the stage for 
Mayweather to finally face 
Filipino star Manny Pac- 
quiao, provided "Pac-Man" 
defeats Mexico's Juan 
Manuel Marquez in Novem¬ 


ber, next year in a bout that 
fight fans have sought for 
years. 

"I believe in my skills. I 
believe in my talent," May¬ 
weather said. "This fight will 
not go the distance." 

It also could mark May- 
weather's farewell, with a 
possible sentence of 34 years 
behind bars if convicted on 
all charges in a domestic vio¬ 
lence dispute from last Sep¬ 
tember involving former 
girlfriend Josie Harris. 


Nadal, Ferrer have French 
on rack 


LOCATED WITHIN WALKING DISTANCE 


Nadal blitzed Gasquet and 
Ferrer destroyed Simon as the 
Spaniards brutally underlined 
their status of favourites on 
home clay as they look to 
book a final against either de¬ 
fending champions Serbia or 
Argentina, who were facing 
off in Belgrade. 

Nadal had admitted to 
tiredness after his US Open 
final defeat but said that "if I 
come, it is above all to defend 
my country." 

He gave Gasquet no chance 
in 30 degrees Celsuis heat, 
breaking the Frenchman at the 
first time of asking and never 
giving his rival the hint of a 
chance before an enthusiastic 
10,000 crowd. 

"Even tired Nadal remains 
an exceptional player," said 
Gasquet. 

"I couldn't find a way past 
him. It's a defeat that hurts," 
added the French player after 
his tenth loss in as many meet¬ 
ings with the Spaniard. 

Nadal said: "That worked 
out well, I managed to play 
with a cool head and do what 
I had to do throughout without 
losing concentration for a 
minute. 


"He's done," Ortiz said. 
"I don’t care what he brings. 
He was done when he 
signed to fight Victor Ortiz. 
America wants to see 
change. Change is coming 
soon." 

Mayweather, 41-0 with 25 
knockouts, has not fought 
since beating Shane Mosley 
by unanimous decision in 
May of last year but is confi¬ 
dent he can handle champion 
Ortiz, who at 24 is 10 years 
younger than the challenger. 

'T've fought them all, 
never backed down, stayed 
focused and was always at 
my best," Mayweather said. 
"I don’t have to brag, I don't 
have to boast. I'm going to 
go in there and execute the 
game plan." 

Southpaw Ortiz, 29-2-2 
with 22 knockouts, won his 


first world title five months 
ago with a unanimous deci¬ 
sion over previously un¬ 
beaten Andre Berto. 

"I am going to teach you 
what it’s like to have a loss on 
your record," Ortiz said to 
Mayweather in the final pre¬ 
fight news conference. "I'm 
going to hold my hands up 
and I'm going to put you on 
your ass." 

Ortiz dismissed May- 
weather's perfect record, say¬ 
ing, "41 of those fighters 
were not me, 41 of them 
couldn't move like me. 

"Floyd is a good fighter 
but I've always thought he 
wasn't great. I'm not im¬ 
pressed and I'm not going to 
hold any respect like his 41 
victims." 

The undercard features a 
showdown for the vacant 


World Boxing Council super 
lightweight crown between 
Mexicans Erik Morales and 
unbeaten Pablo Cesar Cano. 

Morales, 51-7 with 35 
knockouts, has not held a 
world title since 2004 but 
hopes to climb back to the 
top at age 35. 

Since unifying the WBC 
and IBF super featherweight 
crowns in 2004, Morales has 
lost six of 10 fights, his most 
recent bout a majority-deci¬ 
sion loss to Argentina's Mar¬ 
cos Maidana last April for the 
WBA interim light welter¬ 
weight title. 

Cano, 22-0 with one draw 
and 17 knockouts, receives 
his first title bout at age 21 as 
a last-minute replacement for 
Argentina's Lucas Matthysse, 
who dropped out last week 
with a viral infection.
